Charles Anderson and M. Kazim 
Bacchus, both in the Faculty of 
Education, are the most recent 
recipients of McCalla Research 
Professorships. For a nine-month 
period beginning 1 September 
1984 they will set aside their 
regular teaching and adminis- 
trative duties in order to concen- 
trate more fully on research. 

For Dr. Anderson, Professor of 
Educational Psychology, the 
award means time to write a 
scholarly monograph based on 
his studies of people in the milieu 
of industrial societies.

Anderson’s teaching and re-

Mactaggart Appointed to Board 


The newest member of the Uni- 
versity’s Board of Governors is 
Sandy A. Mactaggart.

Kazim Bacchus is a Professor 
of Educational Foundations. His 
area of concentration in both 
teaching and research is that of 
education and social change in 
developing countries. His current 
research project focusses on cur- 
riculum change in the former 
British West Indies from the 
1840s to the 1940s. The work is 
oriented toward the development 
of a model of curriculum change 
at the macro level of society and

Weir Memorial Lecturer to Examine

Roy Romanow, Q.C., currently a 
visiting professor in the Faculty 
of Law, will deliver the Weir 
Memorial Lecture Thursday, 9 
February, at 8 p.m. The lecture, 
to be held in 237 Law Centre, is 
named in honor of the late John 
Alexander Weir, K.C., first 
Dean of the Faculty of Law at 
this University. 

Mr. Romanow is a former At- 
torney General and Deputy Pre- 
mier of Saskatchewan. From Oc- 
tober 1978 until October 1980, 
he served as Co-chairman of the 
Committee of Ministers 
responsible for the Constitution, 
the committee which held public 
hearings across Canada on the 
Constitution Act. As such, he 
played an active role in most of 
the discussions surrounding the 
patriation and reform of Can- 
ada’s new Constitution.

The Japanese Garden at the 
University of Alberta Devonian 
Botanic Garden has been rena- 
med to honor an alumnus of this 
University, the Board of Gover- 
hors announced recently. 

Hereafter, it will be known as 
the Kurimoto Garden, in honor 
of Yuichi Kurimoto, who gradu- 
ated with a BA in 1930. He then 
returned to Japan, where he 
founded and served as President 
of Nagoya University of Com- 
merce and Business Adminis- 
tration. 

He has returned to Edmonton 
on several occasions, including 
the fortieth and fiftieth anniver- 
saries of his graduation. In 1964, 
the University bestowed upon 
him the degree of Doctor of 
Laws honoris causa. He died in 
Nagoya, Japan, in 1981.
